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REPORT OF COMPTROLLER FOR FISCAL 
YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1930

Sir: 

Pursuant to law I respectfully submit this general report 
on the condition of the State's finances for fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1930. 

Among other things Florida is suffering from the effects of 
too mueh credit both individually and collectively. Back in 
those "Delicious Tremens" days of 1925 and before, while the 
"boom" was in the making, the average person enjoyed a 
liberal line of credit and used it freely. Many cities, towns, 
and districts, issued bonds beyond reason and their ability to 
pay and now that pay day is at hand all are in distress. 

As a result of the bonded indebtedness, "fixed charges," 
principal and interest, are making the tax burden too onerous. 
At the same time the State is confronted with a difficult prob- 
lem of its own — that of balancing its budget. The State has 
not balanced its budget since 1926, falling behind in 1927 for 
the first time in years. Back there the pace of expenditures 
was set with which the normal receipts have not yet caught 
up. It will be noted the budget lacked 10.21% of being bal- 
anced for the last fiscal year which was squared by transfers 
from other funds authorized by legislative act of 1927. The 
State millage was cut and the maximum rate fixed by the 1927 
Act was too small for the budget to be balanced with the 
sources provided. This fact is graphically pictured in the chart 
presented below, indicating the space in the circle necessary to 
be completed by "transfers from other funds." This chart 
represents the receipts of the general fund which bears the 
brunt of governmental expenditures from which practically all 
appropriations are paid. Revenues flowing into the State 
Treasury finds its way into this fund unless otherwise provided. 



The question of "Cost of State Government" has arisen 
which raises the question of just what is properly chargeable 
as governmental costs. During the period mentioned $29,714,- 
792.50 was expended for all purposes and the statement below 
gives details of the outlay.

It is pointed out that receipts derived from fees collected by 
cabinet offices for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1930, amount- 
ing to $44,971.48, were almost enough to pay the salaries of 
the Governor and his entire Cabinet for the year, lacking onlv 
$1,028.52. -4- 
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CHART NO. 3. 
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DISBURSEMENTS, GENERAL REVENUE 

The nest chart represents the outgo from the general fund. 
This pictogram comes more nearly reflecting the cost of the 
government with certain exceptions than any other. Eleemosy- 
nary institutions keep pace with the growing population of 
the State and the cost of supporting these are continually on 
the upgrade. These poor unfortunates, thirty-five hundred of 
them, are housed, clothed, fed, doctored, and nursed, for less 
than the per capita allowance of $28.00 per month each, made 
by the legislature. The management of this institution, as well 
as others, is under the Board of Commissioners of State Insti- 
tutions, composed of the Governor and his entire cabinet, and 
the care of these unfortunates should be such as to reflect credit 
on the good name of the State. The average cost per day for 
each inmate for the last fiscal year was eighty-six cents. At 
Raiford, with a large population, it was about the same figure. 
The Boys' School is handled on an allowance of $28.00 per 
capita per month, and that for the Girls' School at $37.50 per 
capita per month based on average monthly attendance. 

It is interesting to note that the expenses of the 1929 legis- 
lature were slightly more than the cost of the Executive and 
Administrative Departments for the year.

From these pictograms it 
will be noted the State is liberal in her contributions toward 
the cost of education. Of the amount contributed by the State 
about 35% goes to institutions of higher learning, remainder 
of 65% to common schools.

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DISBURSEMENTS, EDUCATIONAL FUNDS 
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THE TAX PAYER'S DOLLAR 

Out of every dollar paid out by the average tax payer for 
State and County taxes 17 41/100 cents goes for State purposes 
(a portion of which is returned to the County) and the bal- 
ance — 82 59/100 cents — goes to the County. So it will be noted 
that the larger part of the tax payer's dollar goes for local 
purposes. It is not the State tax that is bearing down on the 
tax payer so much but usually those known as "fixed charges," 
interest and sinking funds of bond issues voted upon them- 
selves by the people that are exceedingly burdensome. Of 
course every particle of tax takCTt off, whether State or Coun- 
ty, lightens the burden just that much and surely it needs to 
be lessened as much as possible. Some relief was given at the 
1929 session but more is needed.

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 



Tallahassee, December 31st, 1930. 

HON. DOYLE E. CARLTON, Governor, 

The Capitol, Tallahassee. 
Sir:— 

As required by law, I have the honor to submit report on State Banks, Building 
and Loan Associations and Small Loan Companies for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1930. As some time has been consumed in assembling copy for this report the preface 
is carried beyond that date. 

Banking conditions show some improvement after five long, weary years of distress 
as will be noted by charts (on opposite page) showing comparative positions at periods 
of five years. 

Many causes contributed to the banking trouble prevailing during the five years 
referred to. Those worth mentioning, I would set down in the following order: 

The real estate "boom" and its collapse. 
The business depression — nation-wide — world-wide. 
Easy credit. 
Poor collection laws. 
Fruit fly. 
Too many banks. 
Other factors too, doubtless entered into it here and there, perhaps more local 
than otherwise, but goodness knows the above were enough. 

The "boom" was the chief offender for undoubtedly the seed of our trouble were 
sown back there, bringing forth fruit many fold! 

As a result of economic conditions forced liquidations have been continuous and 
disastrous not only in the banking business but in all other lines of endeavor. Nor 
have they been confined exclusively to Florida, but on the contrary have prevailed 
everywhere, as is generally understood. 

During this trying period, from January 1st, 1925 to July 1st, 1930, 202 banks 
closed in this state, 18 national banks and 184 state, of which 51 state banks re-opened 
and, I believe, one national came back. 

However, by no means were bank closings confined to Florida alone. Other states 
suffered too as the table taken from authentic official records shows. (See insert oppo- 
site). 

It will be noted that not a single state escaped without a bank failure. 
Business distress has prevailed within the four corners of the globe the past four 
years, in fact everywhere, and no individual, no matter who nor where, but has felt 
its blighting touch. 

The figures below give the relative number of banking institutions, state and 
national, throughout the country for the period given. 

Reporting as of 4/6/25 3/27/30 Loss 

State banks 21,122 17,298 3,824 

National banks 8,016 7,316 700 



Total _29,138 24,614 4,524 

Many others might now be added to the list of fallen since July 1st, 1930, in other 
sections of the country which is referred to merely to show conditions are not local. 
During the past ten years considerably more than 5,000 banks, state and national, 
throughout the nation have passed out, the greater portion being small state institu- 
tions, though if measured by capital structure the relative proportion between state 
and national would not be far apart. It has made no difference apparently whether they 
were under a separate banking department, banking commissioner or not, or whether 
national or state, they have gone down, under the same pressure. 

So general and widespread has been the grief in the banking game during the 
time mentioned that the best financial minds of the country are giving serious thought- 
to the situation. The drift appears to be toward branch banking, which if legalized, I 
fear will sound the death knell to the unit bankers who have done so much to build up 
this great country. 



Nostrums like Guaranty Deposit laws, of Nebraska for example, have failed utterly, 
and have been repealed in every state where tried out. Insured deposits through surety 
bonds is impractical and unobtainable. Even the old "Chinese law" referred to rever- 
ently by some has not prevented failures entirely. So there you are. Bank failures, 
like other things we know of, cannot be prevented by law. Neither can the character 
of a bank's assets be changed by law nor in the "twinkling of an eye." They must be 
worked out gradually. 

A large percentage of bank failures may, in the last analysis, be traced to "man- 
agement,'' that is, to officers and directors, who lend out the money and make the 
investments, a thing the supervising authority has nothing whatever to do with. 

This statement is borne out by the fact that a majority of the banks weathered 
the storm, showing that the strength of a bank is dependent upon the character of the 
assets rather than upon supervision. Good banking laws are helpful but by no means 
do they provide that rare "business judgment" that goes to make up the successful 
banker — the ability to say "no" at the right moment, which is the "key" to success in 
the banking game perhaps more so than any other. 

NEW BANKING LAWS 

Speaking of banking laws, it seems not to be generally understood that the banking 
laws of this state were greatly strengthened by the 1929 legislature. While not imme- 
diately corrective of what had gone before of course, nor possessing the speedy ef- 
fectiveness of a dose of salts, nevertheless the foundation has been laid upon which to 
build a safe state banking system of which we will justly be proud in years to come. 
Comparisons of the old and new laws side by side will bring out the defects of the 
old and the advantages of the new more forcefully and understandingly. 

Limitations on Loans to Officers, Directors and Employees

In time it will be 
of much help to both depositor and stockholder.

Considerable saving has been effected for depositors on account of this new pro- 
vision of law. For example — in Palm Beach district $51,000.00 per annum has been 
saved. In Dade County district $49,000.00. In Orlando district $44,000.00. In other 
sections in like proportions as well. 

This saving is brought about by a co-ordination of the work, thus effecting econ- 
omies. The compensation of liquidators is now limited by law to not more than 6% 
on cash collections, on which I place a further per annum limitation. For example, 
the Citizens Bank & Trust Company of Tampa is limited to $5,000.00 per annum, the 
Peoples Bank of Jacksonville $4,000.00 per annum. The Dade County Security Com- 
pany, a large building and loan association, $5,500.00 per annum. General liquidator 
of Palm Beach County with ten banks $6,000.00 per annum. Dividends have been de- 
clared and paid out as rapidly as collections have warranted, though delays and litiga- 
tion often arise over preferred claims which slows up liquidation, which might be 
avoided if "preferred claims" were defined by law. 

These changes in the banking laws are about as sound and strong as any in the 
United States, barring none, state or national, but they can only relate to the future — 
become the basis for better conditions in banking. 

Banks are no different from other businesses. Under liquidation there is always an 
immediate heavy depreciation in the assets of 25% or more. When and how much a 
failed bank will pay out depends altogether on how much and how soon its debtors pay 
it. If its debtors, all of them, pay a hundred cents on the dollar it would also pay in 
full. 

The closing of a bank is a serious problem, to depositors, stockholders and the 
community. It should be avoided if possible and to use the words of Hon. Joseph A. 
Broderick, supervisor of New York and himself a seasoned banker, "The supreme duty 
of any one filling my position is to leave no stone unturned to prevent the necessity 
for closing a bank." 

POOR COLLECTION LAWS 

While doubtless many measures may be presented looking to the amendment of 
fi Da pWng laws, at the coming Session, some consideration should be given to better 
collection laws which would materially assist banks with their problems as well as 
other creditors in all lines of business. Mortgage foreclosures are slow, tedious and 
costly to both sides which often prevents recovery in time to be of assistance, often 
dragging out for years. Another obstacle confronting liquidators in the settlement of 



liquidations is Bankruptcy. The following data obtained from official records show 
that out of 923 cases filed in the bankruptcy court of Miami District within a certain 
period 486 of the bankrupts owed banks to the extent of $16,422,105.34. The statement 
may prove interesting and instructive: 

Statistical Data on Bankruptcy Cases Handled by U. S. District Court. Southern 

District of Florida. Miami Division, Composed of Brevard. Broward, Dade, Indian 

River. Martin, Monroe, Okeechobee, Palm Beach and St. Lucie Counties. 

The period covered from which this data has been gathered is from July IB, 1927, 

to August 26, 1930. 

The records show that there have been 923 cases filed during the above period, the 

total assets of which are $35,236,530.32 and the total liabilities amount to $101,161.- 

521.15. Of thi above number of cases 486 are shown to have banks as creditors which are 

classified as follows: . 

Cases compromised 1_". . 60 

Cases closed paying dividends .__ 46 

Cases closed paying no dividends 272 

Cases still pending 118 

486 

The total amount shown as owed to banks in the above 486 cases is $16,422,105.34, 
divided as follows: 

Secured Claims $ 6,036,640.59 

Unsecured Claims . _ 10,385,464.75 

and this amount is further subdivided as follows: 

Amount owed to banks in Miami area $4,520,382.71 

Amount owed to banks in Palm Beach area 5,646,207.18 

Amount owed to banks elsewhere in Florida 

and out of State 6,255,515.45 

The records show that out of 318 cases which have been adjudicated and closed 
which banks were shown to be creditors, 272 of these cases, or 85.3"c paid no dividends 
to common claimants. 

The average rate of dividend paid on all adjudicated cases in which banks were 
shown to be creditors, being 318 in number, is 1.47%. 

The 46 cases which have paid dividends above referred to, paid an average rate of 
dividend of 10.17%. 

The 50 cases settled through compromise above referred to, paid an average rate 
of dividend of 16 2-3%. 

All cases which have been adjudicated and compromised to date in which banks 
were shown to be creditors, being 368 in number, have paid to common claimants an 
average rate of dividend of 3%%. 

The enegeries of the Department are being used toward winding up the liquidations 
of the closed banks as rapidly as conditions will permit where it can be done without 
sacrifice to depositors. 

Whatever banking legislation is passed at the coming session, if any, should be 
most carefully considered as conditions can be made worse by harsh and impractical 
measures not well thought out in advance. Banks are necessary to the business world 
and promote the welfare of their communities by stimulating the flow of money 
through the ordinary channels of trade. To do this they must lend money and make 
investments — restrict that unwisely and you cripple their ability to serve, the com- 
munity suffers and business declines. Conditions cannot be changed by law, although 
a Florida Legislature made one of the largest fresh water lakes in the country, Lake 
Okeechobee, salt water by legislative enactment. But to the taste it was no different. 

Where a state bank is a member of the Federal Reserve System, like the Citizens 
Bank & Trust Company, of Tampa, for example, examinations thereof are always 
made and participated in jointly by both Federal and State Bank Examiners and a 
policy of co-operation and good will in that respect exists between the two systems, 
state and national. This assistance has been helpful and instructive to the examiners 
and myself. 

BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS 

Building and Loan Associations being in the business of taking real estate mort- 
gages naturally suffered severely during the period of real estate deflation and depres- 
sion we have been speaking about. Had it not been for an elastic provision in the

statute as regards to them, doubtless many would have been passing through legal 
liquidation ere this. As it is many of the Associations are practically liquidating 
through their own organizations. A similar condition prevails in other states. 

I have met the situation by the promulgation of the following regulation which 
I feel will be helpful: 

Bulletin No. 1 

Any association whose doubtful assets exceed twelve and one-half per cent. 
(12'/2 r r) of its total assets shall allow no withdrawing member priority over the 
remaining members but shall make a pro rata distribution, f rorn time to time, of the 
cash receipts, after deducting reasonable operating expenses, insurance, taxes and 
other costs of maintaining and preserving it3 assets, or after setting aside a cash 
reserve for such purposes, and such distribution shall be continued until the association 
determines its losses and adjusts them by a pro rata charge to the account of each 
member or by impounding the earnings until the stock is restored to par, following 
which the association may resume its functions as a going concern upon petition or 
vote of the majority of the members, provided the dissenting members are allowed to 
maintain their original order of withdrawal and are paid according to the order in 
which their notices of withdrawal were originally filed, less their pro rata share of 
the losses, if any. 

» SMALL LOAN COMPANIES 

Under Chapter 10177 a number of small loan companies have been organized, so 
now there are forty-six. 

These companies are examined by this office as provided and generally speaking 
comply with the law. However, some of the companies have subsidiary corporations 
with interlocking directorates over which the supervisory authority of the Comptroller 
should be extended, especially where stock of either of the corporations has been sold 
to the public. 

BLUE SKY LAWS 

The fees for handling blue sky matters should be materially increased, as they 
take up quite a bit of time of the Attorney General and the Comptroller and pay only 
a nominal sum for the privileges granted.
